“With many business men,” Mr.

At the same 
time it was the biggest fight crowd 
in the history of boxing and its 
effect was to help Ed@warde in his 
fight for the Governorship, which 
he won easily, as the .big boxing 
show he supervised stamped him 
as a true lover of clean sport.

HUNTER SCORES 


State ‘Varmint’ Expert Bruce 
Kills Three in a Day 


Four Cougars in One Week 
the Work That Helps Deer 


Fish and Gene Commission 
Now Planning Winter W ork 


BY EDWIN lL. HEDDERLY 

Three mountain lions is a real 
day's work for the 
fessional predatory animal exter- 
minators, but the Fish and Game 
Commission's State lion hunter, 
Jay Cc. Bruce, last Thursday 
knocked over a whole litter of 
the pests in Sar Bernardino game 
refuge about eight miles north- 
west of the upper Santa Ana powe 
erhouse. 

Tuesday Bruce and his dogs ran 
down a iarge male tion in the 
upper Santa Ana Valley, above 
Seten Oaks. This lean, mean old 
tomcat nemesis of the deer, was 
well over six feet long, but 
weighed only 141 pounds. His 
stretched skin made another of 
those “nine-foot liens” that the 
“lying” species of lion-hunters so 
love to tell about. Bruce tediously 
worked out an old trail, the only 
present evidence of lions in that 


moved his camp-wagon and dogs 
over to the upper Bear Creek 
‘country with Deputy Fish and 
Game Commissioner Bill Malone 
and Carl Hert, ae expert trapper 
and all-around mountaineer of 
Colton. Bruce and his foxhounds 
soon located a veritable “lion's 
den” on the headwaters of Alder 
Creek, Thursday, they ran down 
the three well-grown cubs, two 
females and immediately acted 
upon the principle made famous 
by Phil Sheridan that “Nits Make 
Lice.”” These young devils weighed 
about fifty pounds each. Extreme 
dryness of the country and the 
hard going wore out the feet of 
Bruce's dogs in a couple of days, 
forcing him to lay them wp for 
a week before finishing the clean- 
up on the father and mother of 
the cubs. which will be his next 


b. 

For several years, the Fish and 
Game Commission has realised 
that lions should be reduced all 
possible in the southern game ref- 
uges so that the ever increasing 
hunting interest hereabouts might 
enjoy the deer now being wasted 
in supporting these always-hungry 
eat vermin, enemies of stockmen 
as well as sportsmen.

One of the most interesting and 
earliest prose works in the Bohe- 
mian language is one djalogue 
known as “Tkadlecek the Weaver.” 
The book was one of the first that 
were printed when the reviva] of 
the Bohemian lUiterature in the 
nineteenth century began. This 
curious prose was published by 
Wenceslas Hanka in 1824, and was 
greatly admired. This 
came out about 1407, and has an 
individual style. The complaints of 
the lover who has been discarded 
reveal a touch of real passion, and 
the style is fluent and lively. 


HISTORY OBSCURE 
Of the author of this interesting 
work little is known. His Chris- 
tian mame was Ladvik, and he 
represents himself as being the 
discarded lover who addressed his 
complaint to misfortune. He 
adopted the name of the Weaver. 
being, as he writes. “a weaver of 

dreams and learned lines.”

“Right away they sell you 
home out here,” said the first lady 
shopper to her friend.

charge you something extra for 
delinquent taxes the first year you 
arrive.” 

“Same thing happened to us, 
was the indignant second. “We 
would nave paid them on time if 
they had taken the trouble to mail 
us a bill.” 

“and the Jim Georges from 
Bioux City had the same _ thing 
happen to them. Sixty dollars in 
delinquency charges on those, five 
pieces of property they bought out 
here. Mate them awfully med. 
Now, confidentially, my Jim says 
there are a lot of rich old men out 
here that just hang around the 
Halli of Records Building waiting 
for ne®Wcomers like ourselves to 
forget to pay our tax bills before 
the last Monday in April. Taking 
advantage of our inexperience, you 
know. And those old fossils make 
a fat slice every year from de- 
linquencies and buying up prop- 
erty sold for taxes.” 

THEIR OWN FAULT 
“Awtul graft,” sighed the woman 
who had believed all that bubonic- 
plague - hoof-and-mouth bunk 
during 1924 and had come out to 
California to be pleasantly sur- 
prised by the fact that It wasn't 
true! But this tax thing. There 
was the delinquency charge, $9.45’ 
in black and white!

You may have left your post- 


of these places when you .depart- 
ed, but a careless clerk may have 
forgotten to forward that tax bill. 
Or, if your street number is not 
correct on the envelope, the post- 
office does not take time to look 
you up in the directory or phone 
book and change it. The post- 
office used to confer such courte- 
sies to all careless letter-writers, 
but an order went out from Wash- 
ington a few anonths ago making 
it unnecessary in the future for 
postal clerks tc hunt down correct 
street addresses. If the letter isn’t 
correctly addressed you are out of 
luek. This lack of information at 
the county tax office is due to the 
inebility to mall out many bills. 

If you think you are the only 
person in town who was caught by 
a delinquency tee you ought to 
see the big office full of clerks 
now working up at the Halil of 
Records on delinquencies 
alone.

John Ford is the scion of a fam- 


lly that virtually grew up with the 
railroads of America. 


Michael Connolley, an uncle 
of John Ford and a veteran of the 
Civil War, drove spikes in the ties 
that held the first railroad across 
this country. In 1876, shortly aft- 
er he came to this country from 
Ireland, he went to work for the 
Union Pacific Rallroad and worked 
as a tracklayer through that en- 
tire terrible siege with the pioneer 
builders. 


Whether Mike Connolley was at 
Promontory Point when the two 
great lines of rail met is not cer- 
tain, but he was through the thick 
great ordeal of their builld- 
ng.

It doesn't 
bother her or shock her in the 
least that Mrs. Clephane head in 
her late thirties (or was it her 
early forties?$ taken a lover. The 
question is not of the morality of 
this step. Accepting the lover for 
what he was worth—which wasn't 
mueh—she brings out the fact that 
never esgain was Mra. Clephane 
free, as ne one is free who has 
something to hide. Whether we 
like it or not, we are bound by our 
acts, which are es irrevocable ss 
death. | 

Of course. a fine irony pervades 
the book. The irony of life, whieh 
silows us te place ourselves in 
false situations and then refuses to 
help us out, Another kind of irony, 
slightly amused, over the interiors 
ef “old New York mansions, as 
well as over the masters and mis- 
treases thet planned and cherished 
those interiors; a penetrating irony 
ever the new tolerance of the 
smugly respectable, whose gay off- 
spring are compeljin them to 
change their standards; a delight- 
ful ireny ever the inadequacy of 
the rector whe pronounces “sound 
judgments only to hedge and com- 
promise; a sadder ireny over Mrs. 
Clephane’s return to the life on 
the Riviera, which wes the only 
substitute for living that ehe could 
aceept. 

The book. like al! of Mrs. Whar- 
ten’s splendid noWels, presents life 
through relentiess analysis of ane 
character and sharply etched pic- 
tures of others. If it intenatifies 
fe, it does net sentimentalise it. 
And it reflects a penetrat! mind, 
deeply experienced and pro oundly 
interested in the problems of the 
kind of people presented for study.

Many of these analyses are, never- 
theless, far from correct, but to 
the casual reader they at least 
have the Sppearance of correct- 
ness. This is not a work for schol- 
are and, therefore, it ig not worth 
while to cite hie many miestate- 
ments, which, after all, do not 
alter the fact that a great number 
ef erudite people have refused to 
belleve in a firet great cause. A 
modern seer once casually noted 
that “he who finds his God a 
eweet, enveloping nee never 
eounts his company.” <A perusal of 
thie book leads its readers to be- 
eve that antitheists, on the con- 
trary, count their company with 
meticulous exectness, which seems 
a unnecessary. 

The fact remains that if the 
matter of this volume is at once 
inexact and relatively unimportant 
in thie age, ite style makes it really 
worth perusal. Edgar Saltys is an 
undeubted master of flowing, ele- 
gant, delightfully flawiess prose. 
Like the spouse of “Mra. W of 
the Cabbage Patch,” he “writes a 
fine hand;"' one of the finest, in- 
deed, of his fast-passing genéra- 
tion.

AGED MAN IS DENIED 


FLORIDA EDITOR SAYS THAT 
CELERY GROWERS ARE 
NOT GUILTY 


NEW YORK. May 30. — The 
New York World printed a scare- 
head story from Sanford, Fia., 
which told of an asserted flogging 
given to Benjamin T. Way. 74 
years of age, and father of Nel- 
son (Pie) Way, former Yale and 
Giants’ pitcher, by celery growers. 
It appears as though Mr. Way is 
a seller of a sort of insecticide, 
which he claims is harmiess. He 
been spending his winters in 
Florida for several years. He 
wrote a jetter, as the story goes, 
to his son Nelson in New York, ad- 
vising him not to eat Florida cel- 
ery. It was asserted he said that 
poisons used to spray the celery 
made it unsafe. It was asserted 
someone stole the létter from him 
before he mailed it. According to 
the story he says that four of the 
men who beat him declared that 
if the story of polsonous Florida 
celer, ever got out in New York, 
it would ruin the business. The 
asserted beating took place sev- 
eral weeks ago. The story has it 
that he sald there were a great 
number of men who took him into 
the woods and lashed him with 
cowhldes. 

The story was given out In New 
York and so far as can be learned, 
it has not oven verified. 

In a wire received from R. L. 
Dean, editor of the Sanford Her- 
ald, it ie stated that Way was not 
fi' ¢ged and was not harmed. Mr. 
Dean says Way was ordered to 
leave Sanford by a number of cel- 
ery growers. He says Vr. Way 
has been trying for several years 
to introaguce a spray for celery 
and tha: one leading grower tried 
it for @ season aid found it worth. 
less. He saves Way was evidently 
angry because the growers would 
not buy from him and wrote many 
letters to the north advising 
friends and market dealers not to 
have anything to do with Sanford 
celery, as it was poisonous because 
of the spray that was being used 
on it.—[The Packer.

May 30—.The re- 
port for the Congregational 
churches in the United States for 
1924 has just been issued by Rev. 


Charles E. Burton, secretary of the 
Congregational National Council. 
About 75.000 people’ united with 
the church during the twelve.mon- 
the. This number has been exceeded 
only once in the history of the de- 
nomination, in 1921, when there 
were 78,000 additions. 

The net gain in membership of 
the denomination for the year was 
17,827. The membership as of Dec. 
31, 1924 was 878,995. 

The denomination has more 
than doubled its net membership 
in forty years. 

The number of churches at the 
end of the year was 5,680, a de- 
crease of 36. There were 37 new 
churches formed during the year 
and 73 discontinued or merged. 
Church property increased in 
value rein! the year to the sum 
of $12,000,000, bringing the total 
value at the end of the year to 
$144.400.000. salaries. improve- 
ment and other expenses increased 
$1,245,916, to a total of nineteen 
million dollars for the year. 

The benevolences were approy!- 
mately $3,112,000.

Battle Between King and Rattler to be Feature of 
Tulare County Celebration

WOODLAKB, May 30.—Perhaps no feature of the celebration to 

be staged at Badger, in the hills near here, tomorrow, has attracted 
more interest than the scheduled fight to the death between a rattle- 
snake and a king snake, recognized enemies of the wild. 
known this is the first time such a contest has been planned as part

Idea of this battle originated in 
the fertile brain of Bill Alford, wh 
was rather discouraged when he 
learned that the king snake in 
captivity was too smal! for a staged 
combat. He sent out an 8.0.8. for 
both a king and a rattier, offering 
a reward of $5 for each of the first 
large specimens brought in. 

“Jimmie’ Murray, well-known 
sheep man of Badger, went forth 
in search of a rattler, returning 
with what is declared to be one of 
the largest black rattiers ever seen 
in these parts. “Cutch” Cooper, «a 
eattioman, brought in the king 
snake, which is said to be of an 
equal size. 

It is sald it sometimes takes as 
long as two days to see the end of 
a fight between a rattler and a 
king snake, but according to those 
who are informed the king never

REQUESTS FOR SPACE FROM 
EXHIBITORS INDECATE 
RECORD DISPLAY

SACRAMENTO, May 30.—That 
the Diamond Jubilee, 1925 State 
Fair, will be the most diversified 
exposition of California products, 
industries and arts, as well asthe 
largest during the seventy years 
the annual fair has been held, 
is the statement issued by R. A. 
Condee of Chino, newly elected 
president of the State Board of 
Agriculture. Condee, who was 
vice-president of the board, suc- 
ceeds the late H. A. Jastro, and 
is himeelf succeeded T. H. 
of Red Bluff as -pres- 

ent. 

“Particularly will the live-stock 
display surpass anything ever 
shown in the West,” said Condee. 
“We are building 100 additional 
stalls for horses and 100 more 
for cattle, yet we are swam 
with applications for space. 
West's choicest live-stock will be 
on exhibition. What is true of the 
live-stock section also is true in 
all the other classes of exhibits. 
Never have we received so many 
and such varied entries. I believe 
no State exposition will compare 
with the 1925 State Fair in va- 
riety and number of exhibits 
all divisions.” 

That virtually every bit of open 
space in the immense agriculture 
and horticultural hall, where 
county exhibite are located, is 
spoken for already, is the asser- 
tion made by Charles W. Paine, 
secretary-manager of the fair.

The 
mink, weasel and the squirrels got 


so tame they at® out of his hand, 
but he left the skunk to wait 
on itself “cafeteria fashion.” Vet- 
eran trappers of the Rocky Moun- 
tains deciare this is the first time 
they ever heard of a mink or a 
weasel getting tame enough to eat 
out of a. man’s hand. 

The incident came to official no- 
tice when Ranger Hanson kept 
reporting a shortage in flour ra- 
tions. The chief ranger. when he 
discovered what Ranger Hanson 
was doing with his flour was first 
inclined to reprimand the subor- 
dinate. but on looking over § the 
rules and regulations, he changed 
his mind and allowed the extra 
supply. In Upgcle Sam’s manual 
forest rangers are instructed - to 
be kind to animals. 

Ranger Hanson's amilability has 
extended to more species than any 
other ran has yet made pets 
of in the wilds of the Rockies. 

“Of course, in the tourist sea- 
son, it’s different, but during the 
lonely months of the long winter 
a fellow has a friendly feeling for 
anything with life in it.” Ranger 
Hanson volunteered. “These ani- 
mals evidently felt the same way, 
for ther kept hanging around my 
cabin aoor all winter, and 
couldn't regard them as anything 
but companions of the wilds.”

Enlarge Study Period to 
Cover Two Years 


Letters Read at Parley 
Indicate Interest 


With twenty-nine real estate 
boards actively participating in 
the discussion, and with letters of 
approval from fifteen other boards, 
the second annual educational! 
conference of the California Real 
Estate Association and the Uni- 


versity of Southern California at 
the president's parlor of the «ani- 
versity, went on record recom- 
mending an enlargement of 
real estate course to cover a 
period of tWo years, divided into 
semester pe of sixteen weeks 
each. 

Among the speakers at the 
conferénce was Dr. R. B. Von 
KleinSmid. president of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, 
who warmly commend the real es- 
tate men for their progress in found- 
ing the science of real estate.

“What ie happening at Manuel 
is a fair sample of what is hap- 
pening and will happen in masy 
other places.” Mr. Newell says. 
“And we at Manuel feel that the 
more communities are similarly 
developed the better it will be for 
all of us and all of Mexico. At 
Manuel most of the land was ei-, 
ther unproductive or producing 
only in a small way, but now it 
is being systematically developed; 
for commerce. 

“A good gin has been erected, 
the needs of the market, especial 
ly the Mexican market, have be 
investigated. We know what we 
are shooting at and feel confideat 
of the reward of prosperity. 

“Take flax. for example. Wad 
have discovered that there is a 
splendid market tv flax in Mex- 
ico, and several linseed oil fae~ 
tories. The demand at present is 
above the supply, and Wwe are pre- 
paring to meet a part of it. But 
we feel the demand will grow as 
rapidly as the eupply can, for a 
good many years. 


AMERICANS PIONEER 

“Fourteen Americans now have 
56000 acres under cultivation et 
Manuel, besides what Mexican 
farmers are raising. In addition to 
that development, 10,000 acres al- 
ready has been laid out to aupport 
a colony of Mennonites from Can- 
ada. On a much larger tract at 
Chocoy the beginnings of an im- 
portant German colony have been 
established. Allison W. Smith and 
Wilt Allison, Tampico oil men, 
have subdivided another hacienda 
of 12,000 acres, which will be sold 
to Tampico Americans and Ea- 
glishmen exclusively. 

“Many men who came to Mexico 
to make their fortunes in oil havé 
become convinced that Mexican 
agricultural land is a far better 
gamble. At the present time an 
enormous dam is being bullt in 
Egypt to irrigate land to meet thé 
growing world demand for cotton.

With balloon tires now almost 
universally accepted as here to 
stay. althourh introduced but «a 
litthe more than @ year ago, most 
motor-car manufacturers, after a 
year of experimentation, during 
wh'ch many wide and varying 
opinions as to idea! inflation pres- 
sures for the fat tires, have ar- 
rivet at definite pressures which 
they know to be correct, accord- 
ing to Stanley W. Smith, president 
of the Hudson-Fiesex retail dealer- 
ship, which carries ‘ia name. 

Many motor-car men, according 
to Mr. Smith, have been of the 
opinion that to make for the 
easiest steering with balloons was 
to inflat« the front tires to a great- 
er pressure than the rear. 

This theory has been disco:nted. 
however, by exhaustive road tests 
recently completed by the Hudson 
Motor Car Company of Detroit.

MONOXIDE GAS 
OBJECT OF STUDY 


Proper Regulation of States 
Will Reduce Poison 


Two New Devices Perfected: 
for Protection 


Automobile Exhaust Gives 
Rise to New Problems 


Public hazard from carbon mon- 
oxide has aroused nation-wide re- 
search effort to contrive safe- 
guards, it is reported in a paper 
prepared for the American Chem- 
ica? Society by S. H. Katz of the 
Bureau of Mines. 

Carbon monoxide, insidious and 
asphyxial, and likely to exist any- 
where, is being studied by workers 
in hygiene. meticine, chemistry 
and engineering. 

MANY BREATHE GAS . 

Large numbets of the popula- 
tion, according to Mr. Katz, 
breathe small amounts of carbon 
monoxide almost daily. A very 
small amount—one part in 16,000 
parts of air, or 0.01 per cent—en- 


dure three to six hours a day has, 
he says, no noticeable consequence: 
but larger amounts—four parts in 
10,000 for exposures exceeding one 


hour or greater concentrations for] 


shorter periods——-may cause sick- 
ness, unconsciousness, or even 
death. 

“Proper regulation of gas stove 
burners will reduce the amount of 
carbon monoxide formed,” deciares 
Mr. Katz. “Small amounts of this 
gas in the air can be detected by 
a simple color test. 

“Two new devices ha been 
developed for the protettion of 
persons who are obliged to work 
in the presence of carbon mon- 
oxide, one an oxygen breething ap- 
paratus, and the other a gas mask 
that ie effective against al! poison- 
‘Ous gases, vapors . 

“Other results o rch 
or carbon monoxide clude “a 
treatment for resuscitating persons 
overcome by thie gas, and the de- 


of velopment of a simple test for de- 


termining carbon monoxide as- 


phyziation.” 


NEW PROSGLEMS ARISE 

Carden monoxide evolved in the 
exhaust from automobiles, Mr. 
Katz points out, has given rise to 
new probleme in ventilation engi- 
neering.

While the term “horse power’

For the benefit of those who 
really don't know how horse power 
is determined and what it signifies, 
D. Gerard Chessman, manager of 
H. J. Wurzburger, Inc.. local Kis- 
sel distributors, offers this expla- 
nation: 

“In the first place, ‘horse power’ 
does not mean the average ioad «a 
horse can pull in continued serv- 
jee. It has been defined as the 
customary unit in which is ex- 
pressed the rate at which mee 
chanical energy is delivered by or 
I to 33,- 
000 foot pounds a misute. In 
other words, it is a rate of doing 
work, this in turn being the force 
required and the distance it moves. 

, the horse power of a ma- 
chine is measured by the length of 
the piston stroke and the pressure 
in pounds a square inch exerted by 
the piston, all considered in rela- 
tion to the number of revolutions 
a minute of the crankshaft. 

“This is determined by the use 
of friction brake, electric genera- 
tor, water pump or fan, a weight 
being attached to measure the 
pound factor necessary to caicu- 
late the horse power. 

“Many are confused by the term 
8.A.E. rating. which has tended to 
supersede the old brake horse pow- 
er classification ,ust explained. 
That is a formula adopted by the 
Seciety of Automotive Engineers 
and is intended to estimate the 
power of an engine at 1000 feet of 
piston speed a minute and with a 
mean effective pressure of seventy 
pounds a square inch. 

“The horse power of a motor de- 


termined by this method equals 
the diameter of the cylinder in 
inches squared. mvuitiplied by the 
number of cylinders and divided 
by 2.5. Thus the Kissel eight 
S.A.E. rating ie 32.6 and the Kis- 
sel six is 25.4 horsepoWer, while by 
the dynometer test the six rates 
61. and the eight rates 75 
horse power. The SA.E. is 
a more theoretic method of rat- 
ing an engine than that involving 
the brake test. and it may be 
readily understood that two motors 
of the same &.A.E. rating may ac- 
tually develop different brake’ 
horse power. 
“The term -horse power was 
originally used by James Watt. the 
inventor of the firet practical 
steam engine after he had con. 
ducted numerous tests with the 
idea of determining how much load 
the average could pull in

STORED AUTOS 


Private garage owners m Les 
Angeles are being urged at the 
present time ta give more. co-op- 
eration to the authorities seeking’ 
stolen automobiles. Late tendencies 
of the auto thief are causing po- 
liee authorities to often look 
for stolen cars in such  privete 
garages, according to .the theft 
bureau of the Automobile Club of 
Bouthern California. 

Car thievés are now finding f 
the aafest practice to store stolen 
machines in rented private garages 
for a period of thirty, sixty or 
ninety days before driving them 
to other parte of the country: for. 


Giaposa!. declares ter Weed, 
officer in charge of the club theft 
bureau. When the care ve}

ten, it is frequently en easy mat- 
ter for the thieves to drive the 
‘car elsewhere and sel) it, he states.

These include special 
theft details of insurance compa- 
nies, city police depar(ments, civic

Ae average of twenty care are 
stolen every Gay in Los Angeles, 
approximately half of which are 
insured with various automobile 
underwriti agencies. Many thovu- 
sands of dollars are paid out each 
month in this city by these Ingur- 
ance. for stolen care that 
were never recovered.

Fifth, that in the granting of 
Certificates the I1.C.C. shall take 
into consideration existing motor 
transportation facilities. 

Fizsth, that operators engaged in 
business on March 3, 1925, be re- 
garded as entitied to a certificate, 
on the basis that they have afford- 
‘ed prima facie evidence that they 
are engaged in business because of

PLAN HIGHWAY MARKERS 


State Highway Engineers Submit Plan for Permanent 
Markings on California Roads 


The designation of interstate 
routes, Mr. Morton belleves, should 
be on @ much more permanent 
basis than its possible with enamel 
or other similar signe such as have 
been heretofore suggested; par- 
ticular warnings and other signs of 
similar charecter, of course, should 
be of uniform design and color 
but the markers which will desig- 
nate the great trunk line highways 
of the nation should be of more 
lasting construction. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

‘SACRAMENTO, May 30.—At the recent conference in San Fran- 
cisco of western members of the joint board which is considering plans 
for a upiform system of signs for interstate, Federal aid highways, R. M. 
Morton, State highway engineer of California, suggested the “adoption 
of a pérmanént marker which will embody ideas distinctive of the 
history staMflity of the United States.” 


' In a letter to Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald, chief of the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads, he says: 
“In California we would hesi- 
tate to spend our monéy on tem- 
porary markers, as long as the au- 
tomobile clube so efficiently and 
adequately do the work for us. 


SUGGEST COMPETITION 
“What is needed for route desig- 


nation te the adoption of a perma- 
nent marker to be placed at stated 


by competent artists and 


selected as the result of compet 
tion. Such markers should be con- 
structed of cast iron, granite or 
ether enduring stone, or of con- 
crete, and should embody ideas 
distinctive of the history and 
stability of the Unite States. 

“IT am sure that artists and de- 
signers could be imbued with the 
ideas the highway engineers desire 
to express and that some of the 
best ability in the country could be 
brought to bear upon the details of 
the design. If cheap signs are put 
up mMatntenance costs will be more 
than the Gtates,.desire to carry. 
and within a short while 4 move, 
ment will be started for more 
permanent markers.” 


WOULD PLACE MARKERS 

Mr. Morton suggests placing the 
markers at intervals of five or ten 
miles along the main trunk lnes 
with a emalier replica for each in- 
termediate mile.

Irrigation Factors in 
Imperial Valley 


EL CENTRO.—More money is lost by 
California farmers through improper irri- 
gation than through any other single factor, 
according to Irrigation Extension Specialist 

J. B. Brown of the University of California | 
and the United States Department of Agri- 

culture. Mr. Brown will give a series of 

lectures and demonstrations in Imperial 

Valley on this subject. The recent survey 

of Prof. Bioletti regarding the vineyard 

trouble fits into this series of fleld lectures 

particularly well. 

Surveys conducted by the farm adviser's 

office, which took in most of the important 

crops of the valley, show a tremendous vari- 

ation in amounts, times and methods of ap- 

plying water. Men farming the same crop 

under almost identical conditions of soil 

and time of planting have been found to 

vary widely in irrigation practice. It is evi- 

dent that some of them are using too much 

water and others too little. Citrus growers 

in Orange county who followed the recom- 

mendations of the extension service get much 

more value from their water than they did 

formerly, it is declared. While the lectures 

and demonstrations will deal particularly 

with vineyard and alfalfa irrigation, the 

principles will apply to all crops. 


Lettuce Growing Suits 
Former Sheriff 


HANFORD.—Lyman D. Farmer, ex-sher- 
iff of Kings County has devoted himself to 
farming and has made a success of truck 
crops on the old Daniel Rhoads place near 
Lemoore. He is a pioneer in the lettuce 
business business of Kings county, this be- 
ing a crop grown to a limited extent in the 
San Joaquin Valley. He has five acres in let. 
tuce this year and his production cost, he 
states, is $30 per acre. He reports an av- 
erage yield of 400 crates to the acre and 
says he has sold at the ranch for 40 cents 
per crate. He says that if the soil is fer- 
tie, with enough water, and if the land is 
leveled property, lettuce can be grown at 
less expense than many other vegetable 
crops. Oost varies among growers, some re- 
porting the expense as high as $100 per 
acre. 

Lettuce acreage is increasing here. The 
crop matures at a good market season, be 
fore fruit demands attention. In the vicin- 
ity of Lemoore and Corcoran considerable 
lettuce was set out last year, and now Han- 
ford and Laton have joined the lettuce pro- 
ducing areas. This year’s crop is moving. 
The first shipment from this city went east 
aver the Santa Fe. The Coast Land and 
Produce Company of San Luis Obispo has 
made arrangements with a number of grow- 
ers to pack lettuce in the old sugar factory 
there. J. L. Taylor Company of Los Ange- 
les is shipping the Lemoore pack in car- 
lots. Representatives of the American 
Fruit Company of Chicago have been inves- 
tigating crop prospects and the shipping 
situation recently. 


Valencia Activities to 
Help-Business 


ORANGE.—With the 1925 Valencia sea- 
son well under way, four packing plants 
affiliated with the Orange County Fruit 
Exchange have dispatched crews into the 
fields for the annual harvest. As a re 
sult, hundreds of persons are being given 
employment, materially boosting business 
conditions throughout the district. From 
now on until the holidays the golden fruit 
will continue a steady march to the eastern 
markets. 

The four packing plants which have 
commenced operations are the Santiago 
Orange Growers’ Association, the Villa 
Park, the Tustin Hills and the Garden 
Grove Citrus associations. As ig custom- 
ary at the outset, the packing plants oper- 
ate slowly at first, increasing their work- 
ing forces as the season advances. 

It is estimated that ifthe neighborhood of 
2500 acres of beans are being planted in 
the Smeltzer section this spring. The 
ground is in splendid condition due to 
the contiuous irrigation.* and the crops 
should make a sblendid growth, according 
to present indications. The frst 
planted have sprouted nicely.

Pastor Barters Health\, coming 


for Desert Oasis -. 


By GEORGE LAW 

By years of hard work, endurance and 
privation man can create a lovely oasis rich 
with the promise of high returns from 
dates and grapefruit and grapes where oth- 
erwise the sand-dunes and mesquite of the 
Colorado Desert would maintain thefr bar- 
ren sway. But such an enterprise, under- 
taken in a land not made by God for man, 
entailing the endurance of blazing summers 
and unmitigated desert monotony, requir- 
ing a man to work and generate body heat 
when already the human machine is dan- 
gerously overheated from without—such a 
pitting of vitailty against Nature at her 
worst may not and sometimes does not end 
altogether happily. This is the other side 
of the typical “bouster'’s” story and it ought 
to be tola. 

In the case of D. H. Gillan and his desert 
claim northwest of indio in the Coachella 
Valley, twelve years have produced a re 
markable and winning change in some 
twenty-five acres of the desert on the one 
_and, but on the other, the beautiful and 
productive oasis which he has created by 
the sweat of his brow.and the spending 
of his strength has cost Mr. Gillan his 
cealth. The ranch is now on a paying bas- 
is: the income is just beginning to multi- 
ply from date palms, grapefruit trees and 
a vineyard entering their prime. Out of a 
cesert waste which was worthless Mr. Gil- 
lan has created a fine and attractive prop- 
erty. But some one else may have to reap 
where he has sown. The 
struggle with the desert has been too much 
for him, and as sometimes happens in this 
strange life, the fruit of years of toil must 
be spent to repair the vital loss. 

The achievement is none the less worth 
while. Ill health comes by devious ways; 
achievement may well be considered worth 
the cost. In this instance the achievement 
is the more remarkable because of the fact 
that Mr. Gillan was already past middle 
life when he took up the 160 acres of des 
ert land. Starting as a younger man he 
probably would have come through in good 
shape physically. He was a superannuated 
minister of the Methodist Church when he 
tackled his tough undertaking in the desert. 

At that time, about 1912, there was little 
development in the Coachella Valley, such 
roads as existed were nothing but trails 
across the dunes, and as there was great dif- 
ficulty and hardship in getting back and 
forth Mr. Gillan would have his supplies 
and equipment shipped to the nearest point 
on the rail 
then pack them over to the ranch on his 
back. He worked ag the farmers used to 
work (and some still do) in the Middle 
West—from 4 a. m. until the last chore was 
done long after dark. But there is this com- 
monly unnoted difference between farming 
in the mild climate of the Southwest and 
in the winter country; in the latterthe farm- 
er must lay off about half the year; but in 
this land of eternal cropping there is no en- 
forced rest. He is on.the go every day of 
every month throughout the year. ; 

Mr. Gillan batched those first years, as 
the life was too hard for his wife, who re- 
mained at their home in Pasadena until 
most of the improvements were made. Al 
though a minister, Mr. Gillan understood 
farming—he was raised on a farm in the 
East—and went about the work in a thor- 
ough-going way. He selected the acres 
intended for orchards and vineyards with 
full regard to soil, shelter from the wind,

Moreover they have accepted 
blossoms of the athel trees with great 
gusto. The trees blossom at a time te 
provide an exclusive source of nectar, and 
the athel honey, according to Mra. Gillan, 
bas a flavor and a fine Teno-qresn color 
which distinguish it from other.kinds. It 
is not fo be surpassed, she declared. 


Three-Acre ‘Glad’ Farm 
Proves Successful 


SAN FERNANDO.--Mr. and Mrs. G. &. 
Crego are making a financtal success off 
three acres of land at the corner of Cham- 
berlain avenue and O'Melveny street in 
San Fernando. 

They came here about two years ago to 
grow bulbs, as Mr. Crego was an experi- 
enced floriculturist. They-had decided that 
this section possessed natural advantages 
needed for this branch of industry. Last 
summer, when first shipments were made, 
they sent out 3000 dozen gladiolus bulbs. 
This spring they planted 100.000 bulbs. 
When the three acres are filled they will 
have 260,000 bulbs, these multiplying as 
the season progresses.

The lambs 
run nearly 100 per cent of the old flocks 
this year, the highest in years, say the buy- 
ers. Feed has been good, but now the grass 
is drying up and the sheep are being moved 
into the higher Sierra Nevada mountain 
country and out on the desert between Te 
hachapi and Mojave. A considerable num- 
ber of spring lambs are being sold to meat 
buyers operating in this vicinity. The 
lambs are fat and in good shape. They 
bring from 11 to 12 cents a peund on the 
hoof. Among buyers working this terri 
tory are lL. Sloane and L. Fontaine, repre 
senting the California Dressed Beef Com- 
pany; M. Purcell, representing the Asso 
ciated Meat Packers, and M. Cesmat, an in- 
dependent buyer of San Diego.

Should the hay get too far along before 
the steers are ready to mow it, it is cut, 
cured and stacked in the unit for winter 
feeding.

The 1000 acres of alfalfa and barley are 
irrigated from the government pumping 
plant ang canal system situated at Parker. 
The land is feased for cash and the water 
is paid for at so much,per acre up to four 
acre feet, after which an additional charge 
is made. The fields are irrigated night and 
day every two weeks, or in the hottest 
weather, every ten days. The government 
has set the four acre feet limit in an attempt 
to encourage a more limited use of water 
for the sake of the soil. The tendency 
among desert ranchers, especially along the 
Colorado River where water has slways 
been plentiful, is to flood and reflood—pile 
on as much water as they can get. Nat- 
urally the effect is bad; the crop loses its 
richness and the soil becomes waterlogged. 

The land leased by the Russell & Babbftt 
Company was first cleared and cultivated 
by the Salt River Cotton Company in 1917. 
The beef company acquired it in 1921 and 
will have its use for five years, when, ac 
cording to the terms of all the Indian land 
leases, the property goes back im an im- 
proved condition to the Indians. 

The company maintains 2500 to 3000 head 
on the combined range and fattening farms, 
The steers, mostly whiteface, are bought u 
poor and finished off at about four years 
age for market. Mr. Rebber made a ship 
ment of 600 fully fattened beeves last April. 
The shipments usualy go to the Associa- 
tion Meat Company, Los Angeles.

Imperial Valley Water 
Source Inspected 


CALIPATRIA.—Farmers and other prop 
erty owners of the “North End” were the 
guests of Imperial Irrigation District Man- 
ager, William O. Biair on an excursion to 
Andrade on May 9. There they inspected 
the large, wedge-shaped brush dams and 
the site in the Colorado River where the 
weir is placed during low water periods. 
The Rockwood in-take dam was viewed and 
President Earl C. Pound of the district 
described the building of this huge cement 
structure, which is composed of seventy-five 
gates, each 6 1-2x20 feet. The intake is 
large enough to receive the entire flow of 
the river, but as 7500 feet is all the canals 
both in Mexico and the United States will 
eafry, this is all that has ever been taken in. 

The party was taken into Mexico and 
proceeded twenty-five miles down the levee. 
Near here the river makes a great horse- 
shoe bend, at the apex of which a counter 
eddy is formed which was tearing down the 
levee walls. Eight carloads of rock was 
dumped in at this point to break the force 
of the eddies. The visitors were sbown 
Pascadero Cut, where the course of the 
great stream had been turned from west to 
south. Formerly it flowed through Bee 
River channel into Volcano Lake. Now 
this old channel is dammed and the cut 
leasens flood menace both in Mexico and 
Imperial Valley. 

On the Mexican side of the line thousands 
of acres of new rich river bottom was be- 
ing cleared, leveled, irrigated and planted 
to cotton. On the return trip the excursion- 
ists saw the levee break of 1906, into which 
a locomotive and several flat cars were 
dumped to help check the flood and turn 
the river back. 


Onion Maggot Worries 
Valencia Growers 


DUNCAN (Ariz.)—An infestation of on- 
lon maggot is causing the farmers of Green- 
lee county considerable loss this spring, ac 
cording to County Agent Miller. All ae 
ods of control are being resorted to in an 
effort to an alarming spread of this 
pest, which causing losses amounting to 
thousands of dollars to the farmers 

It seems, says Mr. Miller, that the adult 
of the pest is a small fly which enters the 
onions at the seedling stage and working 
down the sheath of the plant, deposits its 
eggs near the crown. When the larvae, or 
maggots, emerge, their action within the 
plant causes a rot to set in. Once a field 
is infested, eradication seems to be impos- 


| sible. 


At present, the farmers are using hygien- 
ic measures such as burning crop residues, 
infested plants and trash in an endeavor to 
check a spread of the maggot. Next fall's 
plantings will be closely watched, and

Lettuce Does Well on 
Old Barley Ranch 


ESCONDIDO.—The first truckload of let- 
tuce ever sent out of the Escondido Valley 
was shipped recently to the Los Angeles 
market. WSarly last year E. E. Hartley of 
Los Angeles bought an old barley ranch of 
40@ acres in Reedy Canyon. He saw its 
possibilities as a yegetable farm in the 
right hands, and sent to Oregon for his 
nephews, Harry L. Dean and W. A. Casad, 
both experienced vegetable farmers. 

During the ten days following January 
25, ten acres were planted to lettuce, but 
irrigation plans failed to mature and the 
crop had to depend on the spring rains, 
which were sufficient to make a crop. It 
was harvested and put on the market just 
as prices were recovering from a surplus. 
Five acres have been planted to banana 
squash, ten to sweet corn and sixty to to 
matoes for a seed dealer. More ground will 
be planted as soon as irrigation has been ar- 
ranged. Near the Hartley ranch a ten-acre 
field has been set to sweet potatoes. This 
is the first large planting of this tuber in 
the valley. 


COTTON SHEDDING STUDIED 

PHOENIX.—University experts have 
been studying the abnormal cotton shed 
ding of last season, and suggest that farm- 
ers irrigate heavily just before planting 
and then withhold water a long as possible 
to force the roots as deeply as possible into 
the oil: It was found that stubbed cotton 
held its squares better than newly seeded 
plants, though this is not a reaon for fay 
oring second-growth cotton. Late plantings 
did better than early ones. It is not 
thought that the arid atmospheric condl- 
tions of last season are accountable, for 
there was little shedding in Yuma Valley 
where the same conditions existed.

VERHEAD irrigation always has been¢ 
O a lute to the fruit grower. It simu 

lates natural rain more nearly than 
any other artificial system and on the as 
sumption that Nature's ways are best, it 
approximates the ideal which the orchardist 
seeks. The application of water to the

Overhead irrigation is not a mere theory. 
It has been tried on a commercia! scale in 
many places, and the practical results have 
been good. In Southern California it has 
been confined to a certain type of soils, and 
has apparently justified the expenses of in- 
stallation and maintenance, which are not 
as heavy, probably, as most people have 
been led to believe. In considering it, not 
only the type of soil is to be considered, 
but also the crop raised and the financial 
returns per acre. 


Investigators in the field of plant physiol- 
ogy have learned that at least five soil fac- 
tors affect the growth of plants. These are 
(1) water supply; (2) air supply; (3) tem- 


perature; (4) supply of plant nutrients; (5) 
various injurious factors. 


All are import- | 


ant, but water supply stands out as prob- | 
ably the most important to consider be- | 


cause it is usually easier to gain control 
over the others. 


In eae the irrigation of citrus, | 
e 


avocado and other orchards, probably the 
chief concern, provided there is sufficient 


water available, is the method of applica-| 


tion. 


tion of water for the success of the plant- | 
ing. Likewise proper distribution depends 
_On a study and a thorough knowledge .of 


the soil type and jts location. Growers have 
felt that the methods of Irrigation in use 
have proven unsatisfactory in many cases, 
largely because of improper distribution, al- 
so On ‘account of the occasional formation 
of an irrigation hardpan. It has been found 
that under furrow irrigation nitrates ac- 
cumulate in the surface soil and are not 
always carried down to the root feeding 
area at a time when they are most needed 
by the tree. Further, in regard to furrow 
irrigation, in most orchards under this sys- 
tem much of the root feeding area of the 
soll is not kept moist. Those who are pio- 
neering in spray or overhead irrigation 
have recognized these difficulties connected 
with furrow, basin and modified basin and 
furrow irrigation and have attempted to elim- 
inate them. They have hoped through better 
distribution of irrigation water to utilize a 
greater volume of the soil, supplying nutri- 
ents and moisture to the tree from a larger 
area, and thereby producing an increased 
crop of better quality fruit. 

One orchard at Covina owned by Dr. Over- 
holzer has been irrigated with a spray or 
overhead system for a number of years. 
This orchard is installed with pipes, one ex- 
tending above each two rows of trees across 
the orchard. A booster pump is used to 
pump the water into the pipes. After a 
use of this method for several years, the 
orchard appears to be in very good condi- 
tion. B. W. Chambers of La Canada, has 
one_of the older installations, having used 
this method for five years in his lemon or- 
chard. His system consists of movable 
stands with revolving heads. Mr. Cham- 
bers has six or seven of these stands and 
moves them about in his orchard until it 
it all irrigated. Several orchards at Sierra 
Madre are irrigated by the overhead sys- 
tem, notably those of Charles Brooks and 
Cc. J. Pegler, both lemon orchards, which 
have been under this system for about 
three years. These and several other in- 
stallations at Sierra Madre are portable. 
There are, however, one or more permanent 
systems in Sierra Madre where the heads 
are attached to pipes coming up through the 
trees. A permanent system was established 
about three years ago by J. W. McPherson 
in his orange grove at Sunnysilope in which 
a sprinkler head is located above every oth- 
er tree in every other row. He has a boost- 
er pump which he can use if necessary but 
the pressure is sufficient, provided he irri- 
gates one-fourth of his orchard at a time.

Vista Irrigation District, in Northern 

San Diego county, Southern Califor- 
nia’s newest and greatest (strictly agricul- 
tural) water project since the winning of 
Imperial Valley, was officially started Sat- 
urday, May 16, with an impressive ground- 
breaki ceremony at Vista when United 
States 
the levers of the giant steam shovel that 
will cut a canal to Lake Wohlford to carry 
water brought there from the Henshaw 
Dam-——water that will usher in a new era 
of development in the smiling green hills of 
Vista and the fertile Twin Oaks Valley. 
Representative men from all parts of the 
State presented their compliments on the 
project and the day from the platform 
while the ceremony and subsequent picnic 
at Live Oak Park drew a large attendance 
from the southern counties. 

Vista, eight miles east of Oceapside, on 
the Escondido branch of the Santa Fe Rail- 
road and the inland route of the State 
highway to San Diego, is a section with fav- 
orable climate and good séils, but like 
many other parts of San Diego county, it 
has been held back by the lack of sufficient 
water for irrigation. With the completion 
next year of the distributing system now 
started, much more land will be brought 
under intensive cultivation and the compre- 
hensive development plans of many land 
owners can be successfully carried out. 

The Vista Irrigation District was organ- 
ized in 1923, after an election within the 
proposed boundaries that carried 100 per 
cent. This was the first masifestation of 
enthusiastic support and co-operation on 
the part of local residents, a spirit that has 
contributed largely to the success of the 
organization. The district comprises 17,600 
acres of land, 13,600 acres of which are to

| through the Escondido Ditch. The Vista 
Irrigation District has contracted for 13,000 
acre feet of water. annually from this 
‘source, or about ha the estimated safe 
net yield for irrigation purposes obtainable 
from Lake Henshaw, and the distributing 
system, designed by J. B. Lippincott, Los 
Angeles engineer, and associates, consists 
generally of a cement-lined conduit, which 
after entering the northern boundaries of 
the district, will be extended along its 
‘northern edge to the terminus. At certain 
intervals cement pipe lines supplemented 
by steel where necessary, will take off from 
the main line and extend. southerly and 
westerly across the district. These main 
laterals will be tapped in turn by sub-later- 
al pipe lines to permit the distribution of 
water & the high point of each forty-acre 
tract.

@main long on the surface. This fact should 


be borne in mind. Observations have not 
been made for a sufficient length of time on 
orchards equipped with overhead where a 
real heavy soil js involved to be able to de- 
termine what the result will be. 

Some of the apparent advantages of spray 
irrigation are (1) better distribution of wa- 
ter; (2) more economical use of water; (3), 
its adaptation to steep hiliside farming; 
(4) greater efficiency in use of fertilizers by 
creating a condition which makes for great- 
er availability of the plant-food elements 
throughout the entire root-feeding zone; 
(5) the carrying of surface nitrates down to 
the root-feeding area of the soil, (6) the 
saving of labor; (7) having a smal! amount 

water available every few days during 
the fall in order that a winter cover crop 
may get a better start; (8) better quality 
fruits, especially lemons. Other advan- 
tages which may be possible are: (1) reduc- 
tion in cost of cultivation; (2) the increas- 
ing of humidity during dry winds; (3) some 
assistance in the control of certain insects, 
(4). some help in controlling frost espe- 
cially if arrangements are provided for us- 
ing hot water: Some data has been ac- 
cumulated already to indicate that better 
quality fruit is being obtained from over- 
head irrigated orchards. The Sierra 
adre-Lamanda Citrus Association is con- 
tinually making comparisons and has found 
that a larger percentage of Sunkist lemons 
are received in the packing-house from its 
overhead irrigated trees. 

Spray irrigation is still in the pioneer 
Stage of development and should be thus 
recognized in spite of the fact that several 
marked advantages appear to be demon- 
strated. Growers should therefore consid- 
er every phase of the subject before consid- 
ering its installation. A great deal of in- 
terest is being centered around those or- 
chards which are in heavy soils because of 
the factor which has to do with drain- 
age. If this matter of drainage can be take 
en care of and conditions eAminated which 
seem to promote trunk and root diseases, it 
does not seem probable that any deleterious 
or harmful results will be experienced. 

The cost of installation for overhead irri- 
gation varies according to the type of equip- 
ment. Mr. Chambers’s portable outfit cost 
him about $800, or $80 an acre, five years 
ago. Some of the permanent outfits being 
installed at present are costing $300 per 
acre and where a booster pump is neces- 
sary, about $360 per acre. A preliminary 


survey has shown the probable cost through . 


a period of years, where a permanent sys- 
tem is established, to be approximately $26 
an acre per year. This may be higher than 
the cost under furrow irrigation in many 
sections. However, considering the added 
advantages to be experienced in better dis- 
tribution, more efficient use of fertilizers 
and other factors it may be no higher. 


World Cotton Figures 

The world cotton crop for the year be- 
ginning August 1, 1924, is estimated by the 
United States Department of Agriculture at 
approximately 24,700,000 bales of 478 
pounds, as compared with 19,590,000 bales 
for the preceding year. Revised estimates 
give the United States a production of 
13,619,000 bales for 1924. Preliminary es- 
timates of the world area planted to cotton 
in 1924-26 place it 79,100,000 acres, as 
compared with 71 acres in the pre- 
ceding year. 


Mealybug Situation 

H. M. Armitage, deputy horticultural com- 
missioner in charge of the Los Angeles 
county insectary, reports the mealybug 
situation as relating to Citrophilus species 
much improved over last year at the same 
period. In old infested areas there is but 
a light infestation, and the heavy infesta- 
tions are just outside old infested areas, 
The first field liberations of laboratory- 
grown Cryptolaemus in connection with 
mealybug infestations were made April 16. 


Lug Box Weights 

During the fruit season the division of 
weights and measures of the California De- 
partment of Agriculture will establish a 
tare weight for both lidded and open Calt- 
fornia Jug boxes. For several years the 
weights established by the division were 
four and one-fourth pounds for lidded and 
three and one-half pounds for unlidded box- 
es. This division has discovered that five 
pounds and four pounds have been deducted 
during the past year. resulting in consider- 
able loss to the growers.

No country in the world consumes 
so much coffee, so many times a day and 
 @m any and every occasion as does the 

U.S.A. Now, Europeans are coffee drinkers, 

certainly, but they take their coffee in a 


totally different manner and mainly at 
breakfast. 
For instance, the French, Viennese, 


Italians and Germans put in the bottom of 
the cup about an inch of strong diluted 
coffee and then fill the cup up with boiling 
milk. 

In Vienna they put-a tablespoonful of 
whipping cream ‘in this. Certainly this is 
a bilious concoction, but they only take it 
this way for breakfast. After dinner they 
have a very small demi-tasse of black cof- 
fee. This small cup, after a large meal such 
as they eat, though it probably spoils the 
food, lessens the harm of the black coffee. | 

In America, probably ninety per cent 
the population averages from four to 
cups of coffee a day. Americans do not 
weak coffee. At breakfast on an empty 
stomach two cups are generally taken. For 
luncheon—ccffee again. If a woman shops 
in the afternoon, or a man goes out—more 
coffee. And then for difner nearly every- 
body has coffee; a large cup after dinner, 
instead of a very small one. 

I know whereof I speak because numbers 
of women, girls and men have said to me, 
“Why. Miss Kellerman, I couldn't live if I 
didn’t have a couple of good strofig ctps of 
coffee in the morning when I get up.” 

The people of the U.S.A. have been tak- 
ing coffee for so long that they will argue 
they aren't taking it very strong, but there 
is no coffee made that isn’t stronger than 
pecple should take it.
